Madam Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


It gives me much pleasure to present to you the Annual Report 
for the year ending 31st December 1969. This Report includes sections 
lsindly supplied by the Senior Public Health Inspector and the 
Housing Officer, 


The resident mid-year population as estimated by the Registrar 
General has increased from 23,200 in 1968 to 23,630 in 1969 and the 
number of inhabited dwellings increased from 8,754 in 1968 to 9,138 
in 1969. 


There were 303 live births during the year, representing a 
standardised birth rate of 18.6, which is higher than the rate for the 
country as a whole. Of these 303 live births 24 were illegitimate, 


The standardised death rate of 8.7 was the same as in 1968 and 
is considerably below that for Hngland and ‘jales, viz. 11.9. The 
average age at death of males, 71.4 and females, 78.2, is well above the 
national average (1968) of 66.6 and 72.6 respectively. 


Of the 34 cases of infectious diseases notified, 59 were a 
mild form of dysentery. ‘There were only 13 cases of measles, and there 
were no cases of poliomyelitis, diphtheria, whooping cough or tetanus, 
diseases against which the majority of the children are immunised, The 
immunisation campaign against measles has continued throughout the year 
and is steadily gaining momentum. It is anticipated that the incidence 
of this often very distressing disease will now steadily decline and 
even cease in the near future, 


In conclusion I would like to thank the members of the Exmouth 
Urban District Council and the staff for their interest shown and 
co-operation given to me during the year under review,

ENVIRONMENTAL HEALTH 


General 


The scope of this includes visits and inspections in relation to 
the work described under all the various sections which follow, but in 
particular, work under the provisions of the Public Health Acts, 
including nuisances, Housing Acts, and the Offices, Shops & Railway 
Premises Act. 


During the year, 135 complaints were received. This was an 
increase on the previous two years. The various matters were investigated 
and the necessary action was taken in those cases with which the Council 
had power to act, 


In the course of this work 18 nuisances were abated. Drains at 
two premises were cleared, In three instances repairs were effected 
to drains by the owner after informal notice. 


It was necessary to serve two statutory notices under Sec. 93 of 
the Public Health Act, 1936, in respect of two properties before the 
repairs to remedy dampness were carried out. 


Four combined drains (Sec. 24, Public Sewers), were cleared and 
repaired after investigation. 


In one instance, upon request, an accumulation of rubbish was 
removed from a house, 


This year, 8 complaints of alleged noise nuisance were received, 
This was an increase of two compared with last year. As a result of 
investigating these cases, there was sufficient evidence to substantiate 
a statutory nuisance in four cases only. ‘Three of these have been 
remedied, but negotiations are still proceeding in the other case, The 
complaints related to noise from a water pump at a launderette, noise 
from milk roundsmen, hammering at a boat builders, quenching of metal 
parts, a compressor working day and night, and a planing machine, 


(b) Housing 


During the year the Council made one Demolition Order under 
Sec. 17 of the Housing Act, 1957 and one Closing Order under Sec. 18 
of the Act, Demolition Orders were substituted in two instances for 
Closing Orders previously made, The basement rooms at a property in the 
districtwere made to comply with the Underground Rooms Regulations as 
a result of informal action, At three properties the necessary repairs 
to make them fit were carried out and therefore one Closing Order and 
two Undertakings were revoked, In addition, statutory notices under 
Sec. 9 of the Housing Act, 1957 were served in connection with work 
required at two houses, 


As a result of informal action by the Department, a further 19 
houses were repaired to a satisfactory standard. The repairs included 
roofs, walls, floors, ceilings, sashcords, sink waste pipe, drains, 
water pipes, rainwater down pipes and eaves gutters.

Improvement Grants 165 


(i) Standard Grants 


Standard Grants are available to provide dwellings with the 
Standard Amenities set out below. 


During the year 19 applications were approved, 13 in respect 
of owner/occupied dwellings and 6 for other dwellings. 


Work was completed in 14 instances, and grants totalling 
£1,836 were paid, an average of £131 per dwelling,

(ii) Discretionary Grants 


The Council has power to make grants for: 
(a) the improvement of sub-standard or inadequate dwellings, and 
(b) the provision of dwellings by conversion, 


During the year 10 applications for improvement were approved 
and work was completed in 6 instances. All the applications 
were in respect of owner/occupied dwellings and £1,80) was paid 
in grants, an average of £300 a house. The inprovement works 
usually covered the provision of a bathroom, an inside w.c., a 
domestic hot water supply, improvements to the kitchen and 
improved heating facilities. 


To be eligible for grant, a dwelling must be made to comply with 
the Minister's 12 points, which are designed to achieve a good 
standard of accommodation in the improved house, 


(iii) Compulsory Improvenent 


After consideration of representations from the tenant, the 
Council authorised the service of an Immediate Improvement Notice 
on the owner of a house requiring him to provide it with the 
Standard Amenities within twelve months. 


(iv) Housing Act, 1969 


This Act came into force on 25th August 1969 and, inter alia, made 
important alterations to the law concerning Impm vement Grants. 

The maximum Standard Grant was raised from £155, (in certain 
instances £350), to £200 and £450 respectively. With regard to 
Discretionary Grants, the maximum was increased from £400 to £1,000 
and certain categories of repairs were made eligible for grant. 


There are now no conditions applying to the grants, the emphasis 
being solely on the improvement of the estimated national figure 
of 4.5 million houses which are fit but are in need of repair, and 
without the amenities of a bath, wash hand basin, inside w.c. and 
a hot water system. 
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In order to encourage owners to improve tenaited houses subject 
to controlled rents, the Act makes provision for the tenancy 
to be changed to a Regulated Tenancy, under ‘he Rent Act 1968, 
with a Fair Rent to be determined by the Ren: Officer. The 
local authority has to certify that the house meets (or will 
meet when specified works are carried out), tie Qualifying 
Conditions which relate to the state of fitne.s and existence 
of the Standard Amenities, Also, any necessary repairs have 
to be carried out. Only two such applications had been made 
in the first four months of the Act, one in re.:pect of a house 
already provided with the Standard Amenities, ¢.1d one in 
conjunction with an application for a Standard trant. In the 
latter case the Council had previously served ar. Improvement 
Notice under Section 19 of the Housing Act, 1964. requiring 
the owner to provide the Standard Amenities for his tenanted 
house.

The specialist firm employed by the Council carried out the 
following disinfestation treatments:

Camping at Unlicensed Sites 


(i)  Prattshayes Farm 


This site is still the only camping site for tents in the district 
and as it is open only for the peak holiday weeks, it does not 
come within the licensing provisions of the Public Health Act, 
1936. Consequently by agreement with the Planning Authority, the 
number of tents is restricted to 32, and it is evident that many 
campers have to pass on elsewhere in view of the lack of sites 
for tents. Conditions at this site were satisfactory. 


(ii) Scattered Sites 

This year there were two organised tented camps, which took place 
during July and August in two fields at Woodlands Farm, Castle 
Lane, Littlenam, and one organised camp at St. John's Farn,

All condemned food is disposed of by burying at the Council's refuse tip. 
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(c) Food Retailers 


During the course of the year routine visits were made to butchers 
shops, fish shops, fried fish shops, bakers shops, greengrocers and 
grocers shops. Whilst engeged in routine inspection, advice on food 
hygiene has continued to be given. It was necessary in one butcher's 
shop for repairs to be required. 


(ad) Bakchouses 


All seven bakehouses in the district are operated by mechanical 
power and of these, six are classed as factories, since more than one 
person is employed in them. Conditions were found to be satisfactory 
at these premises, 


(e) Catering steblishments 


In one cafe a new floor has been provided, whilst at another 
premises the w.c. and food storcrooms were provided with means of 
ventilation. With the assitance of proprietors and managers a good 
standard of hygiene was maintained, 


(f) Hotels, Guest Houses and Nursing Homes 


During the course of routine inspection, it was found that at 
one premises rooms adjoining a foodstore were being used as bedrooms 
and this use was immediately discontinued, At another guest house 
repairs and redecoration to tho kitchen have bcen erfected, Ata 
hotel, additional refrigeration was provided to ensure.satisfactory 
temperature control of foodstuffs and new food storerooms provided, 


Although there is use of seasonal staff it was found that the 
general standard of hygiene remained good, 


(g) Public Houses 


Satisfactory conditions continued at these places as a result of 
inspections. At a number of premises light meter readings taken at 
the bar sinks were frequently low. The attention of the breweries 
has been directed to this with a request for improved lighting. 


(h) Food Hygiene (General) Regulations, 1960

PREVENTION OF DAMAGE BY PESTS ACT, 1 
Rodent Control 
(a) General 


There was a slight increase in the number of complaints this year, 
there being 117, compared with 108 last year. As a result of 
investigation, 105 properties were found to be infested. 


An accumulation of rubbish was removed after service of a statutory 
notice under the provisicns of the Prevention of Damage by Pests 
Bet, 1949, Section 4. 


Owing to the difficulty of obtaining a suitable person from the 
Council's staff to do this work, a specialist firm was engaged 
under contract to carry out this work on behalf of the Council, 

The contract commenced on lst July, 1969 and after minor adjustments 
-appears to be operating satisfactorily. 


(b) Sewers 


This year the Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries and Food did not 
require the test baiting of sewer manholes to be carried out, as 
the negative results of the previous years had indicated that the 
Sewer system was free of rodent infestation.

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The following paragraphs have been kindly supplied by the 
Housing and Welfare Officer, Mr. E. R. Ashton; 


The main considerations in this year's Annual Report were: 
(a) Housing requirements for the period 1972/80, and 


(b) ‘The consideration of the Government Report on Council 
Housing, Purposes, Procedures and Priorities. 


Housing Requirements 


Taking into account plans for the future of housing development, 
the Council had to consider: 


1. Rehousing families displaced during 1973/7h because of 
the new road and Town Centre Re-Development, 


2« The continued increase in the number of applicants on 
the Housing Waiting List in spite of the turnover in 
existing properties. 


3. That the population of Exmouth might be limited to about 
30,000 and remembering that this would also limit the 
availability of land, if a site for future development 
was not decided on in the near future, it was possible 
that the Council might have difficulty in carrying out 
any further housing development during the 1970's, beyond 
the completion of the St. John's Estate, 


The Council were also asked to consider the factors affecting 
further housing development and in particular finance and the effect 
this would have on existing housing rents and in turn on the possible 
turnover of properties and future demand. 


Also to be considered was the financial loss that would be 
incurred in aquiring a site of say 30 acres, a greater part of which 
would be unproductive for some years, 


Part II of the Report was a precis of the 180 page document 
prepared by the Culingworth Committee and was primarily concerned with 
housing management and the changing context of Council Housing. 


The Committee brief was to review the practice of Housing 
Authorities in allocating tenancies and rehousing, and to suggest 
rules or principles to be followed in these matters, 


The Committee felt that although their brief was restricted 
to only one of the major housing sectors, the purpose and policies 
could not be determined except in relation to that of other sectors 
which are affected, aided and controlled in different and frequently 
conflicting ways by the Government, 
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Fewer houses to rent, increased dependence on Council 
housing; more single persons and elderly households, a decreasing 
supply of large family type houses - these are some of the 
changes which are affecting the context in which local 
authorities have to formulate and operate their housing policies, 
a Significant change from the interwar and early postwar years, 
All indicate a reassessment of current policies and the need 
for adequate local information on the housing situation, in 
fact, a clearer, deeper and more detailed understanding of the 
situation. 


In essence the Committee made in all approximately twenty 
recommendations, some of which were far reaching and which could 
vitally affect the Council's whole management policy. 


In parti cular, they recommended: 


(a) that local authorities should ensure that they were 
better informed of the housing situation of their area, 


(pb) that housing authorities should publicise the method 
of selection of tenants and also their rent rebate 
scheme, 


(c) as far as redevelopment was concerned, the local 
authorities should be required to ensure that displaced 
persons were satisfactorily housed and that those 


affected should be given the utmost information available 


and rehousing should include thise in furnished 
accommodation. 


Finally, probably the most outstanding recommendation, was 
that local authorities should, in considering needs for 
rehousing, give greater priority to those in financial and 
social need as distinct from living in overcrowded conditions,
